Many wo­ 
men and children are among the dead 
and dying. 
What approaches a reign 
of terror exists; the city presents a 
most gloomy aspect, and the temper of 
the entire community augurs ill. May 
day opened with every prospect that 
the recent gloomy forebodings would 
find contradiction in a peaceful ending.

It is always best to see the bright 
side of 
things, 
and especially 


in business. "Boost, don't knock," is 
a bit 
of mercantile 
logic that 


serves a good purpose. However, while we may do well to put matters 


the smiling side up to cheer the patrons on, it is not best for 
the busi­ 


ness public to deceive itself. Perhaps it is bad journalism 
to 
tell the 
truth about 
business 
matters 
when the truth is not inspiring. 
How­ 
ever, The Tribune believes in calling a spade a spade even 
when a sil­ 
ver spoon instead of a spade is wanted. 
And so we do not hesitate to say that there is going to be a time of 
"depression,’ largely because of the expose of Wall street business methods, 
the slight checking of Trust rapacity and, in short, the general awakening 
to the existence of conditions that demand reform—genuine 
reform. 
In­ 
deed, there is now such a "depression," a slump in activity so great that 
were a national democratic administration in power it would take but a lit­ 
tle encouragement from the Franzied Financiers who have pinned their 
faith to the stand-pat element of the republican party to convert it into a 
genuine "panic " There never is a "panic" under republican rule, it is al­ 
ways a "depression." 
But this will probably prove to be a good thing in the long run—this
